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FIRST CHINA, NOW CUBA 


Thanks to the United Na- 
tions, our Red enemies have 
been enjoying a grand ball at 
our expense here in New York. 
But perhaps we should not 
blame everything on the Reds. 
We might ask: How much of our 
present troubles did we bring 
on ourselves? Our biggest 
trouble-spot on the inter- 
national scene is undoubtedly 
Cuba - only 90 mles from the 
American mainland. And the 
Senate Internal Security Com- 
mittee has released some 
shocking testimony about the 
manner in which Cuba fell in- 


to the hands of a Red stooge. 
The Committee heard evidence 
from two former U.S. Ambas- 
sadors to Cuba. The senators 
who listened to them then 
gave out a statement which 
should have made eight-column 
headlines in every newspaper. 
They flatly charged that 
‘Cuba was handed to Castro 
and the communists by a com- 
bination of Americans in the 
same way that China was hand- 
ed to the communists.’ 
According to this testimony 
there is a clique in the 
American State Vepartment al - 








most exactly similar to the 
pro-Red clique which helped 
turn China over to the Reds. 
They carried on a nearly 
identical, behind-the-scenes 
operation to help turn Cuba 
over to Castro and his com- 
mies. They workedclosely with 
certain elements of the Amer- 
ican press. The object was to 
sell Castro to the American 
people as a freedom-loving 
Robin Hood - in the same way 
that the Chinese Reds were 
sold to us as mere ‘agrarian 
reformers.’

some kind of ‘right.’ The 
truth is that a government 
job is not a right at all -it 
is a privilege. It is a very 
special kind of privilege be- 
cause it could not exist 
without you —- the American 
taxpayer. You give up to the 
government in Washington each 
year a part of your income in 
order to provide jobs for 
government workers. They are 
your employees. They are there 
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American people — not for 
Soviet Russia or Cuba or 
Great Britain or France or 
anyone else. This should not 
be taken as an indictment of 
all government workers. A 
great many of them are loyal, 
hardworking citizens. But the 
fact remains that it is to 
the interest of foreign 
powers — and even of special 
groups in America — to plant 
their agents, stooges or 
dupes in the government serv- 
ice. But it ought to be as 
plainas the nose on anybody’s 
face that no government can 
exist in safety and security 
if it cannot rid itself of 
those who work against it. 
However, in recent years a 
ridiculous idea has been put 


over on the American people - 
the idea that a man or woman 
cannot be fired out of the 
government service without a 
long, costly, and seldom-suc- 
cessful rigamarole of charges, 
hearings, trials and re- 
charges. The strange part 
about this situation is that 
it seems always to work out 
for the protection of pro- 
Reds, drunkards, degenerates 
and other risks in the gov- 
ernment service — but against 
any loyal government worker 
who tries to do his duty to 
the American people. 

The blame for this situa- 
tion, as we said, rests with 
our foolishmodern ‘liberals,’ 
with the much smarter com- 
munists, and with the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 
It is almost unbelievable - 
the way loyal government 
workers are sometimes treat- 
ed, as contrasted with the 
kid-glove handling of people 
whose actions can be of great 
danger to America. 

For instance, some years 
ago a State Department of- 
ficial with a long, loyal and 
distinguished service in the 
government was called before 
a Senate committee. His name 
was Robert C. Alexander. He 
testified that hundreds of 
foreign agents had come .into 
America through the United 








Nations. Later evidence, as 
we now know, proved he was 
right. But was he praised by 
the press, and by his super- 
iors, for trying to protect 
America from these subvers- 
ives? Not at all. Instead -

THEY’ RE YOUR SERVANTS 


By contrast, take the case 
of another State Department 
employee. This example shows 
the great concern of the 
Warren Supreme Court for gov- 
ernment workers who, knowingly 
or unknowingly, work against 
the interests of their coun- 
try. The man involved was 
named John Stewart Service. 
He was part of that State De- 
partment clique which worked 
closely with an organization 
called the Institute of Paci- 
fic Relations to deliver China 
into the hands of the Keds. 
At the time the Institute of 
Pacific HKelations, according 
to a mountain of evidence pro- 
duced by a Senate committee, 
was communist-dominated. John 
Stewart Service’s pro-leftist 
record in the State Vepart- 
ment was so bad that finally 
he was fired from his job. He 
had been mixed up in the 
infamous Amerasia case. Amer- 
asia was a magazine edited by 
a communist. While we were 


but it is true —he was charg- 
ed with misconduct and dere- 
liction of duty! And he was 
officially reprimanded — for 
trying to warn America of the 
termites who crawl into our 
foundations to this day 
through the United Nations. 


still at war, in 1945, the 
FBI found inAmerasia’s office 
over a thousand secret gov- 
ernment documents. They evi- 
dently got there through many 
devious routes. One route was 
through John Stewart Service. 
The FBI discovered him visit- 
ing the hotel room of the 
communist editor and turning 
over copies of secret State 
Department documents. 

Well, when John Stewart 
Service was finally let out 
of the State Department -long 
after this disgraceful inci- 
dent took place — he appealed 
to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. And what hap- 
pened? The Warren Supreme 
Court, in an 8-0 decision, 
ordered Service restored to 
his job in the State Vepart- 
ment. So John Stewart Service 
who gave copies of secret 
government documents to a 
communist editor, got his job 
back in the American State 
Vepartment —- at an increased 


salary which is paid with 
your money. But Robert C. 
Alexander, a loyal government 
servant who tried to warn us 
about foreign agents in the 
United Nations, was charged 
with misconduct and derelic- 
tion of duty; and got an 
official reprimand for his 
pains. 


No government can long 


exist in safety and security 
under conditions like this. 
Its people must demand cease- 
lessly and endlessly that 
their servants be trustworthy 
and loyal. If they are not, 
they forego the privilege of 
holding a job in the service 
of the American people.

HOW THE COLD WAR WILL END 


WHERE NO FLAGS FLY by Fred- 
erick Ayer, Jr., 422 pages, 
Regnery, Chicago, $4.95. 

How often have you won- 
dered where this so-called 
‘cold war’ will lead to - 
where and when and how the 
end will come? Will the Rus- 
sians bluff once too often? 
Will their or our supposed 
advantage in the A and H bomb 
race, in space and missile 
programs, or even the internal 
pressures of her own and 
captive people some day cause 
Russia’s communist high com- 
mand to give the fatal word 
that will sear the earth? 

If they do, what can we, 
what will we do about it? 

In a fast-paced, fact-based 


novel that is as fascinating 
as any story from the pen of 
Alexandre Dumas the Elder or 
Rafael Sabatini, the author 
of Yankee G-Man provides 
an answer. 

A high-placed American 
official believes he knows 
where this cold war leads and 
how it will reach its climax. 
To try to forestall the catas- 
trophe he envisions, he en- 
lists the help of Stefan 
Sandori, a naturalized Ameri- 
can scientist, and asks him 
to undertake an assignment 
that is difficult beyond all 
measure and that offers no 
reward except death and dis- 
grace. Yet, if this man should 
succeed in his mission he 














might save the world from 
destruction. 

Against a background of 
current and recent history 
the heroof this novel carries 
out his assignment. He is no 
stuffed-shirt superman. 
Neither are his adversaries. 
All are strong characters and 
play their parts well. So do 
the beautiful and sensuous 
women who have important roles 
in this dramatic story. The 
author, a former U.S. counter- 
intelligence agent, knows his 
spies and counterspies. He 
needs no cloak and no dagger. 

A novel that provides 
richness of action and strong 
drama hardly needs other 
qualities to sell itself to 
the public. Thus, whena novel 
not only is good entertainment 
but also has the further at- 
tribute of shedding light on 
some serious social or poli- 
tical problem, it deserves 
the plaudits of its reviewers. 
This reviewer highly recom- 
mends Ayer’s newest work — so 
new it even includes the U-2 
incident. For sound concep- 
tion, excellent writing, and 
drama-packed entertainment it 
ranks very high. But above 
and beyond its sheer enter- 





tainment this book unmasks 
the Soviet mind and reveals 
communist methods of dealing 
with America and other nations. 

It does something else, at 
least to this reviewer. It 
gives him heart to realize 
that, however soft and some- 
what stupid his government 
may sometimes appear, that 
same government or someone in 
it may very well be taking 
some such measures as this 
book describes. Not only may, 
but almost certainly is. And 
when the newspapers and radio 
blare out the story of anoth- 
er American scientist defect- 
ing to the commie side, one 
cannot help wondering whether 
he really chose the communist 
way oris a dedicated American 
willing to risk certain dis- 
grace and probable death to 
help his country and his 
countrymen by appearing to 
work for the other side. 

We cannot now know and may 
never know who are the weak- 
minded dupes and who are the 
heroes to whom we owe so much, 
yet curse so vehemently, 
What’s more, neither do the 
commies know. Take Herbert 
Philbrick, for example!
